London, Yesterday. 


THE DIFFICULTIES expericnced by warships of 
the Royal Navy convoying merchantships are 
revealed in the log of one of the escorting war- 
ships, published in London to-day. 

‘The record starts with the departure of a convoy 


one Saturday afternoon. 


On the Sunday, 


R.A.F. aircraft signalled the presence o cies 
vivors on a raft eight miles away, and one of 
the escort vessels was sent to pick up the men 


and rejoin the convoy. 


The warship steamed to the spot 
at top speed, found both survivors 
were dead and buried them at sea. 

Nothing happened on Monday but 
on Tuesday a heavy gale sprang up, 
visibility being reduced to a mile. 

On Wednesday the gale ensed but 
fog came down, visibility being only 
half a mile, 

Early that afternoon two ex- 
ploslona were heard and an cecort 
worship went on a tour of inspec- 
tion, All vessels in the convoy were 
found to be safe and it was found 
that the explosions were depth 
charges dropped by other Gritleh 
warships In the distance. 

WORST DAY OF ALL 

The Thursday was perhaps the 
worst day of all, the convoy having 
to be escorted into port on a rocky 
const in a full gale, with visibility 
onty a quarter of o mile. 

The dangerous feat wae per- 
formod safely but took so long that 
tho warahipa missed another con- 
voy which thoy were supposed to 
meet and which had loft port 
without walting for an escort. 
The warships scarched all day and 

finnlly Inte In the ‘afternoon’ found 
two of the missing ships, the malin 
body being locnted later. 

At 7.55 on Sunday one of the war- 
ship escorts signalled having sighted 
a suspicious object. 

DOOM OF U-BOAT 

Another warship dashed to the 
spot and identified an encmy sub- 
marinc on the surface about five 
miles away. 

The submarine . crash dived and 
was subjected to a depth charge 
attack, which forced [t to the sur- 
faco again. Boats were lowered. to 
pick up the survivors. 

Next day the convoy reached har- 
bour safely once more—Reuter.

Tam proud to say that although the 
Portuguese lads of this Colony were 
not immediately affected by the Com- 
pulsory: Service Ordinance we were 
very quickly obliged to close down 
on recruiting in order to avold con- 
gestion of all branches of our organ- 
isatlon. No. 5 M.G, Company con~ 
sists of four oMcers and 107 other 
ranks, No. 6 A.A. Company of three 
officers and 135 other ranks — a total 
with Headquarters of cight Officers 
and 242 other ‘ranks; as compared 
with Inst year’s Ngure of eight OM- 
cers and 152 other ranks. 

VALUE OF CAMPS 
I have already referred to the

“NORMAL PATROL ACTIVITY"— 
many are those who on read- 
ing or hearing these words in a com~- 
munique heavoa sigh and murmur, 
“nothing new". They are quite right, 
there {s nothing new in this activity. 
It dates from the very first day of the 
war and thanks to it the main body 
of the troops lives, works und sleeps 
in a calm that would be absolute, 
wero It not for the enemy ‘planes. 


It seems to be that some explana- 
tlon should be given of this activity. 
The diMculties it presents, the devo- 
tlon and herolsm required of the 
men, should be known. 


All acts of war can—thcoretically 
—be classified In one or the other of 
two guite distinct categories; they are 
known ns “offensive” and “defen- 
sive”. : 


The “offensive” consists in dislodg- 
ing the enemy from a position occu- 
pled by him: it may be diMicult to 
carry out, but in theory It is eary to 
define. Ne 


At first ‘sight It would also secm 


simple to define what is known as 
the “defensive”, since it consists sim- 
ply in not abandoning the position 
occupied. But tn addition to this type 
of defence, for which no Umit ts Nix- 
ed and which lays upon the troops 
an obligation not to retreat, there are 
innumerable other types of tempor- 
ary resistance for which the High 
Command alone is in a position to 
indicate summarily both tho reasons 
and the duration. This temporary re- 
sistance invariably demands of those 
concerned, Intelligence, judgment 
and bravery. It Js in these actions 
that the constant and meritorious cf- 
fort of the patrols and outposts les.

Where there is some doubt as to 
the enemy's strength, a ‘strongly 
equipped force can awalt him in 
position and in practice a force in 
armoured fieldworks can allow the 
enemy to approach, while making an 
effort to hold him up as far away as 
possible. The same force, however, if 
unprotected by -fortifications, would 
have on irresistible tendency to close 
with the enemy as soon as‘he fs in 
sight. Only very experienced and 
war-trained men know how to wait, 
or, rather, to decide whether they 
should wait, while remaining in ‘full 
possession of their nerves and judg- 
ment, 


The trvops sent tq outpost positions 
by the defending force may be call- 
ed upon ‘to reconnoitre or to resist. 


>| “You must choose between eyes and 


fists,” Foch used to say to those. who 
wished to impose twofold duties. 


Leaving constderations which may 
appear to err on the dry and ‘aca- 
demic side, I shall now attempt to 
explain what is required of 
contact troops. There are certain 
fundamental axioms, easily remem- 
bered but more difficult to apply. 


The first of these is that by which 
any act of war !s governed, namely 
—"Kill, but-do not Iet yourself be 
idUed”—this primary obligation was 
terribly ignored In 1014, on the pre- 
text of bravery, When death is in 
the offing, real valour consists in not 
{caring the wofst, but also in not go- 
ing out of one’s way {to meet it. 


The second applics more especiul- 
ly to the conduct of the contact units 
—"See without belng scen”, or, on 
night duty—“Hear without being 
heard”. : . 


The third also governs vanguard 
action—"Speak not, cither with your 
Ups or with your weapons.” 


The explunation J now propose to 
give is derived from the theoretical 
application of the last two. 


“To sec” seems a very simple mat- 
ter, Unfortunately, the soldier's view- 
point differs from that of the tourist.

TOURIST TRADE 


A American correspondent to the “Herald” has raised 
the question whether we are doing enough to attract 
travellers from his country, most of whom go to Europe in 
time of peace. War conditions have opened tor Hong 
Kong and the Far East generally the possibility of fur- 
ther developing what is in fact an important export in- 
dustry—that of catering for foreign tourists, since they 
bring their money here and use it to buy the goods and 
services they require in travelling. In countries such as 
Switzerland, a large proportion of the population is de- 
pendent on tourists. In France, too, before the depres- 
sion, the-tourist traffic ranked as one of the half-dozen 
leading export industries, and the pageantry of London 
has never failed to attract a large quota of visitors from 
other countries. The United States supplies the most im- 
portant detachments of tourists, who spend in the course 
of & year some five or six hundred million dollars. The 
war in Europe has cut these sightseers off from their ac- 
customed haunts, and it is for the Orient, if an effort is 
made, to divert to this part of the world some of the trade 
which Great Britain and the Continent have perforce lost. 
' It-is true that Sino-Japanese hostilities continue as 

a disturbing factor, but good publicity which .nakes it 
plain that, by and large, the main tourist centres are back 


to ‘something near.normality, should attract the trade. 


Hong Kong’s publicity need not, perhaps should not, con- 
centrate upon this island’s special charms. It should 
rather offer an inviting picture of the possibilities of a 
Far Eastern tour now that European doors are closed; 
for if the potential tourist can be persuaded to come East, 
Hong Kong will certainly not be among the centres miss- 
ed. a . 

With a little imagination producing an effective cam- 
paign, the Colony would be doing a double service, in- 
creasing its own prosperity and aiding in the war effort 
by securing a larger share of certain idle American dollars 
of which the-Home Government cannot obtain too many.

In place of the constant 
patrols on the ronds, of armoured 
cars with police or soldiers with ma- 
chine guns, and the troops on guard 
throughout Jerusalem and the other 
towns, one secs now only a rare'sen- 
try or an occasional patrol.

Until, re- 
cent yenrs in mony ways Brituln has 
looked upon Italy os a sort of god- 
child, for in 1859 sho certainly en- 
couraged Cavour to proceed with his 
plans for the unification of Italy and 
Cavour wns certainly careful to win 
that sympathy by assiduous atten- 
tion to the British press. His greatest 
success was when he won aver De- 
lone of the “Times”. Gnribatdl too 
was o great favourite in England, It 
was a red shirt then and not a black 
that was all the rage. Lots of child- 
ren In England were dressed in 
Guribaidis, since he was the popular 
here of the day. 

In addition to this traditional 
friendship’ for a country that was 
strugeling elghty years 050 for unity, 
Independence and freedom, there

Italy drew the British tourist as 
po other cnuntry did, for no other 
country had so much of historical 
value to offer.

Since Peter the Great, it {is true, 
German immigrants have nected as 
pioneers fn certain branches of Rus- 
sian economy.

But, above all things, it is extrome- 
ly ‘doubtful whether the transforma- 
tion of Russian ihdustry concelved by 
many Germans {s within the realms 
of possIbility, The great Russian fac- 
tories employ somewhat cumbersome 
methods. This is well illustrated by 
the result obtained In their alrcraft 
plants. There was, It is true, a time 
when the Russian aircraft production 
was looked upon ns a model. At that 
time, the production was concentrat- 
ed on certain types which then 
counted ns the most modern, But sub- 
Requent progress has been of little 
account; this is the opinion of ex- 
perts, including the American flyer, 
Colonel Lindbergh. 

There ate certain reasons for this 
stagnation. The Russlan industrial 
production is in the hands of workers 
whose sitill Js not based on a long 
tradition, but fs the result of inten- 
sive training of the individual. Even 
the Stakhanoy system has not made 
it possiifle to achleve any important 
developments in the methods of thé 
broud masses of the Russian worlcera. 
The smallest change tn organisation 
causes considerable disturbances in 
production, Morcover, the Russian 
factories nre adjusted to mass pro- 
duction,'so that nny change in the 
type manufactured demands the coin- 
Plete rcorganisation of dies and ma- 
chinery at an Immense cost in moncy 
and time. Therefore, there are but 
few branches of industrial produc: 
{ion in) Russln which lend them- 
sclves to rapid transformation, even 
at the hands of ‘the most skilful or- 
gfanisery. Then again, Germany has 
none too many good engineers ond 
specialised workers, It is entirely im- 
probable that she is sending a xuf- 
ficient number of them to Russlu, 
even for a short period. 

The missions which it appeurs are, 
in fact, to be sent to-Russlu have in 
all .probability a far less important 
tusk to perform than the German 
people is led to belleve. Herr von 
Ribbentrop pressed forward the con- 
clusion nf the agreement in order to 
announce a success to the world.

where, privileges assured to them in 
explicit legal terms in the Mandate? 
The second question turns on the 
milltary value of the Arabs. Is thelr 
military eupport worth what that 
thla dubloue procedure will bring 


The dotitled negotiations concerning 
the supplics to be included In the 
gencral agreement could not be con~ 
ducted so rapidly. This is why they 


ore to be continued after the con- | 


clusion of the, general agreement. 
The German spectalists dispatched, 
to Russia nre to endeavour {o reach 
an understanding with the Soviet 
officials. This will not be too easy, for 
the Sovict bureaucrats, Uke all Rus- 
sions, ure traditionally addicted to 
orlental methods of diplomacy. They 
fear no Inte hours and they ard skill- 
ed debaters! And if the German 
negollators are really apectalists, they 
will be all the more impressed by the 
diMculties ndvanced by the Rusalans. 
There Js of course no renson to un- 
derestimate the assistance that Sovict 
Russlu, in splte of everything, may 
be able to afford the Third Reich as 
far os raw materials are concerned. 
But, even if the existing transport 
obstables can be removed, this os- 


sistance will not mean salvation,
